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SUMMARY OF PETITION 

Saga Communications of Tuckesscc, LLC (“Saga”), licensee of WJOT-FM, 

Channel 232A, Springfield, Tennessee, seeks to reallot Channel 232A to Oak Grove, 

Kcntucky, and modify the liccnsc of WJOI-FM to operaie at Oak Grove. Saga shows 

herein that  the reallotment would be i n  the public interest because i t  would provide a first 

local service to Oak Grove and would not leave Springfield without local radio service. 

Springfield currently has lhree local stations and would be left with two local stations if 

the Commission permits Saga to relocate WJOI-FM. Additionally, the public interest 

would bc scrved because WJOI-FM would greatly increase the population i t  will serve 

and the loss area is well scrved by five or more services.

PETITION FOR RULE MAKING 

Saga Communications of Tuckessee, LLC. (“Saga”), by its attorneys, and pursuant to 

Section 1.420(i) of the Conmission’s Rules, hereby rcspectfully files this Petition for Rule 

Makjng to modify the Table of Allotments (47 C. F. R.  $73.202 (b)) to change the allotment of 

FM Channel 232A from Springfield, Tennessee, to Oak Grove, Kentucky, with a concurrent 

modification of the license or WJOI-FM, Springfield, Tennessee, to operate on Channel 232A at 

OakCrove, Kentucky. In support whereof, the following is shown: 

Backeround 

1 .  WJOI-FM, Channel 232A, Springfield, Tennessee, is licensed to Saga. Saga requests 

the Commission to delete Channel 232A from Springfield and to reallot i t  to Oak Grove, 

Kentucky, with a concurrent modification o l  the license of WJOI-FM to operate on Channel 

232A at Oak Grove. This change is permissible under Section 1.420(i) of theRules, which 

authorizes the Commission to modify the license or permit of an FM station to specify a new 



community of  license where the amended allotment would be mutually exclusive with the 

licensee's present allotment. 

2. Two factors must he demonstrated in order to change a station's city of license in a 

rule making procccding: ( 1 )  the channel changes must bc mutually exclusive, and (2) the rule 

making must not deprive ;I community of a n  existing service representing its only local 

transmission service. The Commission has stated that  in making the determination of whether to 

amend the Table of Assignments i t  would "Lake into account the totality of the service 

improvements resulting from a proposed change in community of license in  determining whether 

an allotment proposal should he approved." See Modifcaiion uf FM and WAurhorbations 

(New  communi^ oflicense), 4 FCC Rcd 4870 [66 RR 2d 8771 (1989). Saga's proposal is 

consistent with the rules and Commission policies, Le., the channel changes are mutually 

exclusive, and as shown i n j k ,  the rule making will not deprive Springfield of its only local 

transmission service. The proposal will result in bringing a first local service to Oak Grove, 

Kentucky. 

Expression of Continuing Interest 

3 .  If the Commission allots Channel 232A to Oak Grove, Saga will timely file an 

application for a minor change construction permit to operate WIOI-FM at Oak Grove, and upon 

grant, will pi-omptly construct and operate the facilities. 

4. Attachment A is a Technical Exhibit, which i s  incorporated herein by reference, that 

provides the Commission with technical information about the proposed SpringfieldOak Grove 

channel exchange. 



Sprinefield, Tennessee 

5 .  According to the U.S. Ccnsus, Springfield had a 2000 population of 14,329 persons. 

Springficld has three commercial broadcast stalions, WJOI-FM and WJQY(AM)', also licensed 

to Saga, and WSGl(AM), 1100 kHz, 1 kW daytime, licensed to Lightning Broadcasting, LLC. 

Springfield will not be deprived of i l s  only transmission service if the Commission reallots 

Channel 232A to Oak Grove, Kenmcky, since two commercial radio stations will remain 

liccnsed to Springfield, Tennessee. 

Oak Grove, Kentucky 

6. Oak Grove is listed in the U.S. Census as a city which had a 2000 population of 7,064. 

The 1990 Census showcd Oak Grove with 2,864 persons; therefore, i n  10 years the population 

has more than doubled in size. Oak Grove is the second largest city in Christian County, 

Kentucky, which had a 2000 population of 72,265. Oak Grove has an elected mayor, an elected 

six member city council, a City Attorney and City Clerk. The city owns its own water and sewer 

systcms. It has a fully staffed police department, volunteer fire department, and volunteer 

ambulance scrvice. There i s  a Chamber of Commerce and a cable television system. Oak Grove 

has its own U. S .  Post Office and ZIP Code, i.e., 42262. Oak Grove has commercial businesses. 

Schools are provided by the Christian County Board of Education. Oak Grove has health care 

professionals and a health care facility. Oak Grove has its own local phone directory. Oak 

Grove has churches.2 Therefore, Oak Grove possesses the requisite "social, economic and 

cultural components that are commonly associated with community status." See, FM Table of

Allotnienis ( E m i  Fioinef, CA), 67 RR 2d 146, 147 (1989). WJOI-FM would bring first local radio 

service to Oak Grove, sincc Oak Grove currently does not have a local station. 

Tuck Showing 

7. The Technical Exhibit shows that  Oak Grove is located within the Clarksville, 

Tenncssee-Kentucky, Urbaniz,ed Area. Oak Grove comprises only 5.6% of the Urbanized Area. 

From the reference coordinates at North Longitude 36" 35' 49", West Longitude 87" 14' 52" 

WJOI-FM would provide a city grade contour to approximately 80% of the Urbanized Area. 

Since Oak Grove is inside the Urbanized Ai.ea, Saga herein makes a showing pursuant to Faye 

mid Richard Tuck, 3 FCC Rcd 5374 (1998), and RKO General (KFRC), 5 FCC Rcd 3222 (1990) 

("7irck-KFXC"') that  stations licensed to the Urbanized Area should not be attributed to Oak 

Grove. Oak Grove warrants a first local service prcference since it easily meets the tests set out 

in Tuck-KFRC. Oak Grove is not dependent on Clarksville, and the stations licensed to the 

Clarksville, Tennessec-Kentucky Urbanized Area should not be attributed to Oak Grove. 

8. The Commission has previously determined that Oak Grove is an independent 

community which should be treated sufficiently separate and distinct from the Clarksville, 

Tennessee-Kentucky Urbanized Area and should not be credited with the aural services licensed 

to the Urbanized Area. See Cadiz and Oak Grove, Kentucky, 10 FCC Rcd 10785 (1995), 

reconsideration denied, 1 I FCC Rcd 22208 (1996) (herein "Channel 293C3 Order"), where the 

Commission authorized the licensee of WKDZ-FM, Channel 293C3, Cadiz, Kentucky, to 

relocate the station to Oak Grove.' Nevertheless, Saga herein provides a Tuck showing to update

(2001), the Chief, Allocations Branch, considered an application for review challenging the 
Channel 293C3 Order. The Channel 293C3 Order was set aside and the application for review 
was dismissed because the licensee of WKDZ-FM withdrew its request for the channel allotment 



the information since seven years have elapsed since Clzarirzel293C3 Order was decided. Saga 

restates the factors under which the Commission should again find that  Oak Grove meets the 

tests in Tuck-KFRC tha t  support a finding that Saga’s proposal would bring a first local service to 

the residents of Oak Grove 

9. To evaluate the three criteria enumerated in Tuck-KFRC. the Commission examines 

(T) the extent to which the proposed station could provide service not only to the suburban 

community, but also to the adjacent metropolis: (11) relative size and proximity of the suburban 

community to the  metropolis; and (In) whether there is independence of the suburban community 

from the metropolis. The Commission should be judicious in its application of the Tuck-KFRC 

test to Clarksville and Oak Grove. It appears that the only reason Oak Grove is included i n  the 

Urbanized Arca spawned by Clarksville is population density of the commercial conidor 

between Clarksville and Fort Campbell, Kentucky, which neighbors Oak Grove. This is not the 

typical situation whcre the Commission can easily apply its Tuck-KFRC criteria to find that a 

small community adjacent to a large “metropolis” is independent of that metropolis. Although 

Oak Grove easily meets thc Tuck-KFRC tests, the application of the criteria should be made with 

the actual geopolitical characteristics of the situation firmly in mind. Each of the Tuck-KFRC 

criteria is discussed separately: 

1. Signal Population Coverage. The attached Technical Exhibit shows that a Class A 

station operating from the reference coordinates would place a 60 dBu signal (primary service) 

over 100 percent of the Clarksville, Tennessee-Kentucky Urbanized Area which includes Oak 

to Oak Grove (the licensee had separately applied for and received a construction permit for a 
one-step upgrade for WKDZ-FM at Cadiz.) Thus, although the allotment of Channel 293C3 to 
Oak Grove was set aside on other grounds, the finding that Oak Grove should not be credited 
with the other aural services in the Urbanized Area was not rescinded,

Grove, Kentucky and Clarksville, Tennessee. A 70 dBu signal would serve 80% of the 

Urbanized Area or a population of 99,886 persons within the Urbanized Area. 

11. Relative Size and Proximity. With respect to the second criterion, of rclative size and 

proximity, Oak Grove is approximately 18 km ( I1  miles) north of Clarksville and has a 

population of 7,064 according to the 2000 census comprising 5.6% of the total population of the 

Urbanized Area, whereas Clarksville has a population of 103,455 which is about 14 times larger. 

Examination of the map of the Urbanized Area included in the Technical Exhibit reveals that 

Oak Grove is i n  the Urbanized Area simply because of population density i n  the comdor that 

connects Clarksville and Fort Campbell, Kentucky. In light of this, the fact that  Oak Grove is 

NOT contiguous with Clarksville (it is I1  miles distant) should be considered with respect to the 

relative size and proximity factor as rurther proof of the separate status of Oak Grove. 

III. Independence of Oak Grove. The Commission analyzes eight factors to determine 

whether a community is independent of the metropolis. Each factor is considered herein. In 

sum, the evidence addressing most of the factors, now, as i t  did i n  the 1995 Channel 293C3 

Order, supports a finding of independence of Oak Grove. 

(a) The extent to which community residents work in Clarksville rather than 

Oak Grove. According to the 2000 U. S. Census, the population of Oak Grove contains 3,527 

workers age 16 and over. Of those, 2,561 or 73% work i n  Christian County, Kentucky; while 

only 966 or 27% work out of stare. The majority of Oak Grove residents are military and work in 

the neighboring Fort Campbell, Kentucky, area, rather than in Oak Grove. Oak Grove and Fort 

Campbell are located in Christian County. Therefore, even assuming all 966 persons employed 

out of state work i n  Clarksville, approximately 3/4 of the work force is employed in Christian 

County, and not in Clarksville. 



(b) Whether Oak Grove has its own newspaper or other media that covers Oak 

Grove’s needs and interests. Oak Grove does not have its own newspaper, but does have cable 

television service provided by Mediaone. Charter Communications provides cable television 

service to Clarksville. There are no radio or television stations licensed to Oak Grove at present. 

(c) Whether Oak Grove community leaders and residents perceive Oak Grove 

separate from Clarksville. There are attached letters from the mayor of Oak Grove and a 

member of the city council stating that Oak Grove is independent from the Clarksville Urbanized 

Area, and that they perceive Oak Grove as separate from the Urbanized Area4 The Mayor, Jean 

Leavell, has been a resident of Oak Grove for 26 years and is in a position to know the 

perceptions of her constituents. Residents of Oak Grove are governed by the laws of Kentucky, 

not Tennessee, and pay their taxes to the State of Kentucky and Christian County, Kentucky. 

Oak Grove school children attend Kentucky schools. Residents of Oak Grove must transact 

government business (mamage licenses, drivers licenses, deed registrations, etc.) with the State 

of Kentucky and its subdivisions, not with Tennessee. 

(d) Oak Grove has its own local government and elected officials. As noted 

supru, Oak Grove has its own local government and elected officials. It has a mayor, city 

council, city attorney, city clerk and annual budget. Oak Grove is represented in the Kentucky 

State Legislature whereas Clarksville is represented by members of the Tennessee General 

Assembly. Additionally, Oak Grove residents are represented in the U.S. Congress by different 

members than those who represent residents of Clarksville, Tennessee.

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(e) Whether Oak Grove has its own telephone book provided by the local 

telephone company or ZIP code. Oak Grove has its own post office and ZIP code, but does not 

have its own telephone directory because all of the smaller communities in  the region are 

combined into one regional telephone directory. Oak Grove listings are included in the regional 

directory covering Christian County. That directory does not include Clarksville. The area code 

for Oak Grove is 270. The area code for Clarksville is 931. The ZIP code for Oak Grove is 

42262. 

( f)  Oak Grove has its own commercial establishments, health facilities and 

transportation systems. Oak Ci.ove has a wide variety of commercial businesses, including 

grocery stores, restaurants, furniture stores, banks, garages, automobile sales, mobile home sales, 

video rentals, liquor stores, pawn shops and dry cleaners. Health care is provided by neighboring 

Fort Campbell for military dependents and other health care providers not in Oak Grove.’ 

(8) The extent to which Oak Grove and Clarksville are part of the same 

advertising market. Arbitron includes Clarksville listeners in radio audience measurements for 

Montgomery County, Tennessee (Clarksville), but Oak Grove listeners are included in Arbitron 

audience measurements for Christian County, Kentucky. Therefore, Arbitron considers the 

communities as being in separate markets, although audience figures for both counties appear in 

the same survey book. 

(h) The extent to which Oak Grove relies on Clarksville for various municipal 

services such as police, fire protection, schools and libraries. Oak Grove has its own 

municipal services, which include a police department, fire department, and public library. Oak

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Grove school children attend schools provided by Christian County, Kentucky, not Clarksville. 

I O .  Tuck Summary. As shown above, the independent status of Oak Grove has not 

changed i n  the 7 years that have elapsed since ChuririeZ293C.7 Order was released. While Tuck- 

KFKC faactor one (signal population coverage) would appear to favor attributing the  Urbanized 

Area aural services Oak Grove, the second factor (size/proxirnity of Oak Grove to Clarksville) 

and the third factor (independence of Oak Grove from the Urbanized Area) clearly support a 

finding of not attributing the Clarksville, Tennessee-Kentucky Urbanized Area aural services to 

Oak Grove. As stated in Tuck, the size and proximity of the specified community to the central 

city and signal population coverage are peninent, but less significant than evidence of 

independence. As  a result, we conclude that Oak Grove is sufficiently independent from the 

Clarksville, Tennessee-Kentucky Urbanized Area so that the aural services licensed to the 

Urbanized Area should NOT be attributed to Oak Grove. 

Section 307(b) Analysis 

11. In derermining which proposal will better serve the public interest, the Commission 

is guided by the allotment priorities set forth i n  Revision o f F M  Assignment Policies and 

Procedures, 90 FCC 2d 88 (1982). The FM allotment priorities are: ( I )  first full-time aural 

service; (2) second full-time aural service; (3) first local service; and (4) other public interest 

matters [Co-equal weight is given to priorities (2) and (3).] Under priority three, first local 

service, Oak Grove warrants a preference over retaining WJOI-FM as a third local service to 

Springfield. Retaining WJOI-FM at Springfield would not trigger priority three because 

Springfield already has three stations. 



Other Public Interest Considerations 

12. In changing its community of license, WJOI-FM proposcs to relocate its transmitter 

site. The Technical Exhibit demonstrates that the 60 dBu ( 1  .O mV/m) contour of WJOI-FM at 

Springfield covers 1,867square kilometers, encompassing a population of 82,971 persons. 

WJOI-FM operating at Oak Grove would cover 2,516 square kilometers and 173,61 I persons - 

more than double the licensed service. The Technical Exhibit indicates that there is no loss area 

resulting from the proposed WJOI-FM change receiving fewer than five aural services. The 

population within the gain xca  is 160,615 persons. The loss area of 1,209 square kilometers 

contains 69,975 persons. There are 5 AM and 9 FM stations that provide 100% coverage to the 

loss area. Therefore, the loss area is well-served. See, FM Table ofAllorments (Douglas, GA. el 

al.), 10 FCC Rcd 7706, 7707 (1995) (where loss area received service from at least five full-time 

reception services, Commission found area to be "well-served'). See also Wray and Ofis. 

Colorado, 13 FCC Rcd 2612 (1998). The reallotment to Oak Grove will result in a significant 

gain i n  population served by the station, thus other grounds exist for granting this proposal. As 

noted above, since Springfield will continue to enjoy service from WJQY and WSGI, Saga's 

proposal will not deprive Springfield of its only local transmission service. The Commission has 

made allotment changes where only a daytime AM station remained in a community. See 

Johnstown and Altamount, New York, 13 FCC Rcd 12463 (1998) [WIZR, Johnstown, operating 

with 1 kW day and 28 watts at night]. Here, there will be two stations remaining i n  Springfield. 

The public interest would be served by reallotting Channel 232A to Oak Grove, Kentucky, from 

Springfield, Tennessee, since it would provide Oak Grove with its first local aural transmission 

service and enable WJOI-FM to serve greater population.

13. As shown in the attached Technical Exhibil, Oak Grove would be entirely covered by 

it 70 dBu or better signal from WJOI-FM. Thus, modification of the license for WJOI-FM would 

be consistent with the Commission's city-grade contour coverage requirements. 

14. As set out in Revision of FM Assigririienr Policies and Procedures, .supra, first local 

service to Oak Grove is greatly preferred to retaining three local services to Springfield. Thus, 

there would a preferential arrangement of allotments resulting from the allotment of Channel 

232A to Oak Grove 

WHEREFORE, Saga respectfully requests the Commission to amend Section 73.202(b) 

of the Commission's Rules, as follows:

This Technical Exhibit supports the Petition For Rulemaking to assign Channel 232A to Oak 

Grove, Kentucky as that community's first local service. It is proposed to delete Channel 232A from 

Springfield, Tennessee'. The city of Oak Grove has a population of 7,064 persons according to the 2000 

US Census. From the proposed reference point' all FM spacing per s73.207 of the Commission's Rules 

are met. Additionally a station operating with maximum Class A facilities will provide the entire 

community of Oak Grove with a 70 dBu or greater sewice 

The GainlLoss area map shows that from the reference coordinates a 60 dBu (Primary) contour 

will provide service to 100% of the proposed city of license. It will place a 60 dBu signal over 100% of 

Clarksville, Tennessee and Fort Campbell, Kentucky. It will also provide 60 dBu coverage over 100% of 

the Clarksville Urbanized Area. 

Oak Grove is located inside the Clarksville. Tennessee Urbanized Area and comprises 5.6% of 

the total Urbanized Area. This area has a 2000 population of 124.857 persons. The proposed facility will 

provide a 70 dBu contour to 80% of the Urbanized Area or a population coverage of 99,886 persons. 

Major communities within the Clarksville Urbanized Area are the City of Clarksville (103.455). City of Oak 

Grove (7,064) and the census designated place of Fort Campbell, North (14.338). 

The center of Clarksville, Tennessee is located approximately 18 kilometers (1 1 miles) south of 

the center of Oak Grove. Clarksville is about 14.5 times larger in population than Oak Grove. A map is 

attached to this exhibit, which shows the proposed 70 dBu coverage of the Urbanized Area. 

The population within the WJOI-FM 60 dBu licensed facility is 82,971 covering an area of 1,867 

sq km The population of the proposed facility will more than double to 173,611 with the area increasing 

to 2,516 sq. km. The population within the 1,858 sq km gain area is 160,615 persons. The loss area of 

1,209 sq km area has a population of 69,975 persons. We show in the attached Gain/Loss Area Study

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HISTORY OF OAK GROVE, KY. 
THEN 

Until the establishment of Camp Campbell (now Ft. Campbell) in 1842, what is now the city of Oak 
Grove, named for a grove of oak trees, was made up of large farms still owned by descendants of the 
original settlers. 

Samuel Gordon had Oak Grove's first postoffice in his general store located on the Clarksville, Tennessee 
to Gracey, Kentucky railroad near where it crossed what is now Highway 4 1 4  just west of the present 
Gate 5 at Ft. Campbell. 

When the store with the postoffice was deseoyed by fire in the early 1900's the owner and postmaster, 
P.C. Sallee, rebuilt the store, still containing the postoffice, uear the recently constructed Tennessee 
Central Railroad line, on what is now Route 91 1. The railroad is now owned by the Army. The postofice 
remained Oak Grove, but the railroad shipping point was a blacksmith shop and a scale for weighing the 
products that the fanners were shipping on the railroad. 

The community and businesses have grown and other businesses are being established to meet the needs 
of civilian and military residents. 

NOW 
In 1974. Articles of incorporation for the city of Oak Grove, a sixth class city, were signed and the first 
town board meeting was held on October 22, 1974. The incorporated city included a one square mile area 
off 41A on KY 91 1. Judge Stephen White named a Town board composed of chairman Jack Elliott, Ed 
Belew, Olin cook, Steve Cuniff and Dorothy G. Sandi Lyne. Lyndon Wilson was named Town Marshal, 
Edwin White became City and prosecuting Attorney, AliceLyons was City Clerk and C.E. "Buddy" 
Elliot was city Judge. the city had its own Police Court and the ambulance service, already in service, 
was taken over, Soon a volunteer Fire Department was organized. 

In 1976, Oak Grove beuune a fifth class city The municipal government c o n h t s  of a Mayor. n six 
member City Council, the City Attorney and City Clerk. The city now owns its own water and sewer 
systems It has a fully staffed Police Depahnenf volunteer Fire Department and volunteer ambulance 
service. offices for these are all located on Thompsonville Lane (State Highway 91 1) east of 41.4. There 
is also a Tourism with an office located on 41A neu 1-24. a Chamber of Commerce and Cablevision. The 
Tennessee State Line forms the southern boundary of the city. The city limits now extend north to the 
intersection of 41A and 1-24, from there east across state route 115, and south back to the state line. 

Oak Crove is continuing to grow with homes for civilian and military personnel. There are now Day's 
Inn, Baymont [nn, Comfort Inn near 1-24 and a Bed and Breakfast called Tuckaway Inn on 41A. 

The city attempts to meet the needs of both the military and civilian of 6,000 population.
